Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-27 and 29-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 27 identify, inter alia, the uniquely distinct 

features, "identifying an analyzed gesture among a set of previously learnt 
gestures acquired in a learning mode, each learnt gesture expressed as a 
signature vector, wherein a decision on the identification of a gesture under 
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identification is produced while that gesture is still give rise to an active time- 
evolving signal." 

As analyzed in previous action, Jorgensen (US 6,720,984), as modified by 
Kiraly (US 6,720,984), suggest the construction of a gesture as a signature 
vector time-evolved over a number of sub-frames. Jorgensen also teaches 
choosing a reference gesture closest to the gesture. However, that comparison 
is based on a M-dimensional gesture (based on the number of sensors) and not 
based on a gesture from time-evolving sub-frames. Moreover, there is no 
teaching or suggestion from either Jorgensen or Kiraly that the identification is 
produced while the gesture is still giving rise to an active time-evolving signal.
